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To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Bury* 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  district  for  1925.  This  is  called  a Survey  Report 
and  deals  somewhat  more  fully  with  the  condition  of  the  district 
than  the  usual  Annual  Report.  By  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  this  Survey  Report  has  to  be  rendered  once  in  every 
five  years.  The  statistics  are  based  on  the  figures  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General. 

Population  at  Census,  1921  - . - 9,466 

Estimated  Population  for  1925  - - 9,733 

The  district  is  a wide  and  scattered  one,  being  composed  of 
all  that  part  of  the  Bury  Union  which  is  not  Urban.  It  contains 
five  townships,  x\insworth,  Birtle-cum-Bamford,  Outwood, 
Unsworth,  and  Walmersley-cum-Shuttleworth.  It  is  of  an 
undulating  character,  varying  in  height  above  sea  level  between 
125  feet  at  Molyneux  and  1500  feet  at  Whittle  Pike.  The  subsoil 
varies  from  clay  and  gravel  at  Ainsworth  to  a heavy  soil  overlying 
rock  at  Walmersley-cum-Shuttleworth.

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The  district  contains  both  agricultural  and  industrial  com- 
munities. The  chief  centres  of  population  are  in  parts  of  each 
of  the  townships  of  Ainsworth,  Outwood,  Bamford,  and  Unsworth, 
Birtle  to  a less  extent,  while  Walmersley-cum-Shuttleworth  is 
mainly  agricultural.  The  inhabitants  in  these  centres  of  popula- 
tion are  chiefly  employed  in  textile  industries,  consequently  there 
is  a large  demand  for  female  labour,  many  married  women  being 
employed.  The  agricultural  part  of  the  population  is  mainly 
engaged  in  the  milk  supply,  most  of  which  is  carried  for  sale  to 
the  urban  districts  in  the  neighbourhood.  There  is  a colliery  in 
Outwood,  and  a large  machinist’s  shop  at  Ainsworth. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Birth  Rate.—  -14*.^  births  have  been  registered  during  the 
year,  of  which  63  were  males  and  79  were  females.  This  gives  a 
birth  rate  per  1000  persons  iving  of  14*5  compared  with  14*7  in 
1924.  The  birth  rate  in  1920  was  20*7.  The  birth  rate  has 
steadily  decreased  during  the  last  five  years.  The  present  rate  is 
the  lowest  on  record. 

Death  Rate.-  -110  deaths  of  residents  (Civilian  Population) 
have  occurred,  53  males  and  57  females.  This  gives  a death  rate 
of  11*3  per  1000  persons  living,  compared  with  12*7  in  1924. 
The  death  rate  in  1920  was  below  the  usual  figure,  viz.  9*6.  The 
mean  of  10  years,  1915-1924,  is  14*5. 


Infantile  Mortality.-  -12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
old  have  occurred,  compared  with  14  in  1924.  The  deatli  rate 
per  1000  births  being  84  as  against  97  in  1924.  The  average 
for  the  10  years,  1915-1924,  was  88.  TIk'  causes  of  these  deaths 
were  10  from  Premature  Birth  and  Congenital  Debility,  1 from 
Acute  Nephritis,  and  1 from  Middle  Ear  Disease. 

The  deaths  have  occurred  at  the  following  ages,  3 in  the  first 
week,  3 in  the  second  week,  1 in  the  fourth  week,  2 between  1 
and  3 months,  2 between  6 and  9 months,  and  1 between  9 and 
12  months. 
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Illegitimate  Births. — 6 have  been  registered,  3 males  and 
3 females.  The  death  of  1 female  illeo^itimate  child  has  occurred. 

The  other  deaths  occurred  at  the  following  ages.  1 between 

1 and  5 years,  1 between  5 and  15  years,  7 between  15  and  25 
years,  8 between  25  and  45  years,  38  between  45  and  65  years, 
and  43  over  65  years. 

Mortality  under  Five  years  of  age. — 13  out  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  occurred  among  children  under  5 years  of  age. 
This  is  at  the  rate  of  12*0  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Mortality  over  Sixty-five  years  of  age. — The  deaths  of  43 
persons  ov<n-  65  years  of  age  occurred.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  39*0 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — Except  for  2 deaths  from  Influenza 
there  have  been  none  recorded  from  the  ordinary  Infectious 
diseases,  compared  with  10  in  1924.  This  gives  a death  rate  of 
0'2  per  1000  persons  living,  compared  with  14)2  in  1924. 

Tubercular  Diseases. — 7 deaths  have  occurred,  5 (1  male 
and  4 females)  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System,  and 

2 (1  male  and  1 female)  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculous,  giving 
a death  rate  of  *71  per  1000  persons  living,  compared  with  *92 
in  1924.  The  Pulmonary  Tuberculous  death  rate  was  *51  per 
1000  as  against  *61  in  1924. 


Cancer  and  other  Malignant  Diseases  have  caused  13  deaths, 

2 males  and  11  females,  the  same  number  as  in  1924,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  1*33  per  1000  persons  living.  The  death  rate  for 
1920  was  *77  per  1000. 

Respiratory  Diseases  have  caused  18  deaths,  giving  a death 
rate  of  1*86  per  1000  persons  living,  compared  with  2-16  in  1924.

I'liere  have  been  no  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  specially 
noteworthy  in  the  district  during  the  last  five  years.  The  absence 
of  sunshine  in  an  area  so  surrounded  by  large  towns  and  conse- 
quent pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  smoke  and  other  emanations 
from  house  and  factory  chimneys  is  the  chief  cause  of  any  deterio- 
ration of  the  general  health  of  the  community.  I can  see  no  way 
of  influencing  this  except  by  combined  action  of  all  the  authorities 
in  the  neighbourhood  to  regulate  smoke  abatement.  A small 
authority  like  the  Bury  Rural  District  is  powerless.  There  is  a 
certain  amount  of  overcrowding  and  several  small  areas  of  in- 
sanitary houses,  but,  until  more  houses  are  available  little  can  be 
done  to  remedy  this. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  Tuberculosis.  This  is  mainly  controlled  by  the  County 
Council  which  makes  all  the  arrangements  for  admission  of  suitable 
cases  to  hospital  and  sanatoria.  As  regards  the  cases  notified. 
These  are  kept  under  as  much  supervision  as  the  very  small  staff 
available  for  all  sanitary  duties  can  manage. 

(2)  Maternity.  (8)  Children.  These  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Council. 

(4)  Fever.  (5)  Smallpox.  (5)  Other.  The  Rural  District  Council 
is  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  of  the  Bury  and  District  Joint 
Hospital  Board  and  as  such  sends  necessary  cases  for  treatment 
there.  Fever  and  other  cases  are  treated  at  the  Florence  Night- 
ingale Hospital,  situated  within  the  County  Borough  of  Bury. 
The  Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  within  your  district  at  Ains- 
worth. It  contains  40  beds. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  Infectious  Cases. — The  ambulances  of 
the  Joint  Hospital  are  available.  Other  Cases. — x\rrangements 
have  been  made  by  the  Council  with  the  County  Borough  of  Bury 
for  the  removal  of  non-infectious  cases  by  motor. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — None  are  situated  in  the 
district.  Arrangements  made  ))y  the  County  Council  are  available 
for  Venereal  and  l''ul)ercular  diseases  at  The  Wylde,  Bury.  A 
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“Welfare’'  Centre  at  The  Uplands,  Whitetield,  is  available  for  the 
|)opulation  of  Outwood  & Unsworth  every  Tuesday  afternoon. 

There  is  one  certified  Midwife  on  the  County  Eegister  resident 
in  the  district,  but  there  are  several  who  reside  in  the  various 
urban  districts  around  who  prnctice  among  the  population  of  this 
district.  The  supply  is  sufficient. 

The  supply  of  Food  and  Milk  for  Expectant  and  Nursing 
Mothers  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health. — Part  time. 

Sanitary  Inspector. — Part  time,  but  he  practically  devotes 
all  his  time  to  the  duties  of  the  district  except  that  he  acts  as 
Registrar  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  for  which  he  has  a 
Deputy.  His  services  are  always  available  when  necessary. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. — (a)  General.  In  Outwood  there  is  a 
District  Nursing  Association  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 
The  Rural  District  Council  is  one  of  the  subscribers. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases.  None. 

Chemical  Work.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories,  Manchester. 

A supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Council 
Offices,  Bury,  and  at  a house  in  Outwood. 

Legislation  in  Force. — The  Council  have  adopted  Part  III  of 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

Byelaws  relating  to  Buildings  were  revised  in  Alay,  1925. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply,— Nearly  the  whole  of  the  district  is  served 
by  Water  Boards  which  provide  a constant  supply.  Many  of  the 
farms  and  some  of  the  outlying  poidions  of  the  district  have 
private  supplies.  The  Water  Boards  which  serve  the  district  are 
the  Bury  and  District,  the  Heywood  and  Middleton,  and  the  Bolton 
Corporation.  No  complaints  have  been  received  and  the  supply  is 
efficient  and  of  good  quality.  As  regards  the  private  supplies, 
2 samples  have  been  bacteriologically  examined  during  the  year. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. — The  rivers  Irwell  and  Roach  are 
contiguous  to  the  district.  They  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Mersey  and  Irwell  Rivers  Committee. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Outfall  works  are  provided 
in  most  of  the  populous  parts  of  the  district.  Particulars  of  the 
sewage  treatment  in  each  township  are  as  follows  : 

AINSWORTH. 

Bradley  Fold. — Treatuient  is  effected  by  septic  tanks  and  continuous 
ffltratioii.  These  works  are  designed  for  a population  of  3000,  with  an  approx- 
imate dry-weather  flow  of  75000  gallons  per  day.  In  1925  a new  humus  tank 
has  been  constructed. 

Black  Lane. — Sewage  from  this  district  is  now  treated  by  arrangement 
with  the  Radcliff’e  Urban  District  Council. 

BAMFORD. 

'rreatment  is  effected  by  septic  tanks,  storm  tanks,  and  continuous  ffltration. 
These  works  have  an  approximate  dry  weather  flow  of  30000  gallons  a day  and 
receive  tlie  sewage  from  nearly  i,he  whole  of  the  village  of  Bamford. 

OUTWOOD. 

Irwell  Bank. — This  is  a small  sewage  works  laid  down  to  treat  the  sewage 
from  the  Irwell  Bank  Mill  and  the  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 
It  consists  of  septic  tanks,  storm  tanks,  and  continuous  filtration. 

Prestolee. —These  works  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  storm  water  tanks, 
and  two  units  of  ;\,eration  tanks.  dhiey  serve  a population  of  at  present  about 
700  and  provision  is  maiie  for  new  property  and  connecting  up  areas  which 
have  hitherto  not  been  connected. 

Ringley.— r hese  works  are  designed  for  a population  of  about  675  and 
consist  of  septic  tanks  and  continuous  filtration. 

Outwood. — 'I'hese  are  situated  at  the  north-west  end  of  the  township  near 
the  Colliery,  and  provide  treatment  for  a population  of  about  300.  They  consist 
of  detritus  tanks,  screens  in  duplicate,  covered  septic  tank,  and  filter  bed.  In 
1925  a new  sprinider  has  been  installed  and  the  beds  generally  overhauled. 

UNSWORTH. 

Croft  Lane,  Hollins. — The  daily  dry- weather  flow  is  about  1 1000  gallons, 
and  the  approximate  population  served  is  800.  The  method  of  treatment  is 
by  S4idimentation,  continuous  filtration  and  finally  land  filtration. 

Parrs  Lane. — Treatment  is  by  means  of  a septic  tank,  filter  beds  with 
circular  sprinkler  and  humus  tank.  They  serve  a population  of  700. 

Kilner  Croft. — 1 die  sewage  from  a few  houses  in  this  area  discharges  on 
to  a filter  bed  and  thence  to  the  Foxley  Brook.

Closet  Accommodation. — Over  50  per  cent,  of  the 

closet  accoiinnodaticni  is  by  privy  middens  or  pails.  There  have 
been  27  conversions  to  water  closets  during  1925.  Tlie  3 new 
houses  erected  are  on  the  water  carriage  system. 


The  following  Table  shows  the  types  of  closets  and  the  provision 
for  house  refuse  in  the  various  townships  : 
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Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. — Appended  is  the  Sanitary 
Inspector's  lleport  giving  full  details  of  his  work. 

Scavenging*. — In  Ainsworth  this  is  carried  out  by  contract 
and  is  done  in  a satistiictory  manner.  This  svstem  should  be 
extended  to  all  the  other  townships  until  the  Council  is  prepared 
to  carry  out  the  work  by  their  own  employees.  In  the  other  town- 
ships arrangements  are  made  with  one  or  more  farmers  in  each 
locality  to  empty  the  various  privies  and  refuse  bins  at  the  expense 
ot  the  various  tenants  and  owners. 

Smoke  Abatement. — 11  observations  have  been  taken 
during  the  year.  No  cases  deserving  of  special  action  were  found. 

There  are  no  lodging  houses  or  offensive  trades  in  the  district, 

o o 


Schools. — There  are  7 Elementary  Schools  in  the  district, 
viz:  at  Ainsworth,  Buckhurst,  Hollins,  Prestolee,  llingley,  Turn, 
and  Unswortli.  The  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  and  the 
]>remises  are  kept  clean  and  are  well  ventilated.  Except  at 
Prestolee  and  Unswortli,  whicli  are  provided  with  water  closets, 
th(',y  all  have  privy  middens  or  pail  closets.  The  water  supplies  of 
these  schools  is  derived  from  one  or  other  of  the  Water  Boards 
except  at  Turn  and  Buckhurst,  which  have  private  supplies. 
Samples  of  these  two  have  been  examined  during  the  last  few 
years  and  were  found  to  show  no  evidence  of  pollution.  The 
medical  inspection  of  the  children  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Countv  Council. 
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HOUSING. 

General  housing  conditions.  Fairly  good.  3 new  houses  have  been  erected 
during  1925.  There  is  some  shortage  of  houses  and  in  Ainswortli,  Birtle,  and 
Outwood  especially  there  some  small  parts  with  back-to-back  houses.  The 
district  is  repi’esented  on  the  Bury  and  District  and  the  Rochdale  Town 
Planiiing  Committees.  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  important  changes  in 
the  population  in  the  future. 

Overcrowding.  To  a slight  extent,  caused  mainly  by  deficiency  of  houses 
consequent  from  married  sons  and  daughters  living  with  the  parents.  Any 
cases  of  overcrowding  are  kept  under  observation  as  far  as  circumstances  will 
allow. 


Fitness  of  houses.  Generally  very  good.  In  unsatisfactory  houses  the 
chief  defects  found  were  defective  ventilation  and  the  presence  of  b{ick-to-back 
houses,  and  the  lack  of  care  and  clee.nliness  by  tenants.  General  action  taken 
as  regards  unfit  houses.  Notices  issued  and  verlial  complaints. 

ddie  chief  difticulties  found  in  remedying  unfitness  are  the  inability  to  find 
accommodation  for  any  families  displaced  if  stronger  action  were  taken.’  The 
water  supply  is  generally  good,  closet  accommodation  fairly  ample,  but  privy 
middens  should  be  converted  to  water  closets  wherever  drainage  is  available.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY.  — In  tlie  early  part  of  1925  tlie  (Council  decided  tliat  all 
milk  producers  and  purveyors  should  possess  a dairy  or  milk  store  with  no 
communication  with  either  house  or  shippon.  I personally  visited  all  the 
farms  in  the  district  and  impressed  upon  the  occupants  that  this  must  be 
carried  out,  otherwise  their  registration  would  he  cancelled.  The  response  has 
been  very  satisfactory  and  I expect  the  list  will  be  completed  within  a short 
period.  There  are  106  cowkeepers  and  10  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  district. 
All  are  registered.  The  shippons  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory  state  and  the  milk 
is  produced  and  sold  in  a clean  condition.  In  several  instances  the  manure 
heaps  are  placed  too  near  the  shippons.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  get 
manure  removed  as  soon  as  possible. 

(1)  Tuberculous  milk.  None. 

(2)  No  licenses  were  granted  for  the  sale  of  milk  under  the  Fourth  Schedule 

to  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

(3)  No  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers  were  made. 

MEAT. — There  are  2 registered  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  but  they 
are  not  used  to  any  great  extent,  much  of  the  meat  being  brought  into  the 
district  from  the  urban  districts  in  the  neighbourhood.  Advertisements  in 
accordance  with  Circular  562  were  inserted  in  the  local  papers.  The  regula- 
tions were  well  observed.  The  inspection  of  meat  is  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  as  far  as  his  other  duties  will  allow.  There  are  no  public  slaughter 
houses  or  public  abattoirs  in  the  district.  About  420  lbs.  of  meat  have  been 
condemned  or  surrendered. 

OTHER  FOODS.- — The  food  supplied  to  the  district  is  carefully  observed, 
but  no  action  has  been  necessary.  There  are  3 bakehouses  in  the  district. 
These  are  kept  clean  and  in  a good  sanitary  condition.  No  case  of  food 
poisoning  has  occurred. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  & CONTROL  OYER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Infectious  Diseases.  -There  is  nothing  special  to  report  regarding  the 
prevalence  of  the  ordinary  infectious  diseases  during  the  five  years  under 
review.  There  have  been  no  definite  epidemics  and  no  “return”  cases  of 
Scarlatina  were  noted.  There  was  one  case  of  Spinal  Meningitis  in  1921. 
There  have  been  5 cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  notified,  4 in  1924  and  1 
in  1925.  There  were  2 cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  1 in  1922  and  1 in  1923. 
During  the  five  years  46  cases  of  Acute  Isobar  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia  have 
been  notified,  and  1 case  of  Malaria.  Only  2 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neo-natorum 
liaveHbeen  notified,  1 in  1921  and  1 in  1925.  Chickenpox  has  been  notifiable 
in  the  district  under  temporary  orders  during  the  whole  period.

Laboratory  Work. — Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  ]\lanchester 
University  Public  Health  Laboratories  for  the  examination  of  specimens. 
During  the  five  years,  16  specimens  of  Sputum,  9 Tiiroat  Swabs,  1 specimen 
of  Blood,  22  samples  of  Water,  and  2 of  Milk  have  been  examined. 

On  receipt  of  a notification  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visits  the  house,  if 
desirable  the  patient  is  removed  to  hospital  and  the  premises  are  disinfected  ; 
otherwise  the  patient  is  isolated  and  a printed  notice  giving  full  instructions 
for  procedure  as  regards  isolation  and  disinfection  is  left  together  with  a post 
card  to  be  forwarded  when  the  patient  has  recovered.  Contacts  are  kept  from 
school,  &c.  until  the  period  of  incubation  has  elapsed  or  until  the  patient  has 
recovered  if  the  case  is  treated  at  home. 

The  Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  not  been  utilised. 

No  Vaccinations  have  been  performed  by  me  under  the  Public  Health 
(Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

Deaths  from  Influenza  and  other  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  five  years. — 
13  from  Influenza  ( 2 in  192.5)  2 from  Diphtheria,  2 from  Enteric  Fever, 

8 from  Whooping  Cough,  and  1 from  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis.  No  deaths 
from  either  Scarlatina  or  Measles  have  been  recorded  during  the  period. 

No  case  of  Anthrax  or  Rabies  occurred.

Ihe  following  is  a copy  of  the  Report  from  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  area: 

“During  the  year  14  notifications  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculous  wei’e 
received.  Of  these  7 were  notified  as  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  7 from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Of  the  7 pulmonary  cases,  8 were 
found  to  have  tubercule  bacilli  in  the  sputum,  2 had  negative  sputum,  1 had 
no  expectoration,  and  in  1 case  the  sputum  was  not  examined.  The  7 non- 
pulmonary  cases  were  classified  as  follows  : 

Glands  - 4 Abdomen  - 2 Spine  - 1 

Of  the  notified  cases,  2 of  the  non-pulmonary  cases  died  during  the  year. 

9 of  the  14  cases  applied  for  treatment.  In  the  remaining  5 cases  no 
application  was  made  for  the  following  reasons: — No  action  necessary  2; 
Refused  to  apply  1 ; Diagnosis  not  confirmed  after  examination  1 ; In  Institu- 
tion when  notified  1. 

Of  the  patients  who  applied  for  treatment,  1 was  sent  to  Sanatorium,  1 to 
Pulmonary  Hospital  for  advanced  cases,  and  2 to  General  Hospital  for  surgical 
treatment,  etc.  ddie  remaining  5 cases  were  under  Dispensary  supervision  only. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  cases,  a number  of  patients  are  sent  to  the 
Dispensary  by  the  doctors  for  examination  and  diagnosis. 

ddie  number  of  re-attendances  of  old  cases  at  the  Dispensary  for  supervision 
and  arrangements  for  treatment  was  84. 

Special  enquiries  are  made  as  to  tlie  health  of  other  inmates  of  the  house 
where  there  are  patients  suffering  from  definite  'ruberculosis.  In  supervision 
and  visiting,  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  open  cases,  i.e.  cases  where 
tubercle  bacilli  are  present  or  have  been  found  in  the  sputum.  On  1st  January, 
1925,  10  such  cases  were  known  to  be  living  in  the  district.  On  81st  Dec., 
1925,  there  were  11  positive  cases  living.  These  figures  include  quiescent  and 
arrested  cases.  The  number  of  positive  cases  living  at  31st  Dec.  1925,  who 
had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  (luring  1925  was  7.  ddie  other  4 cases  had  either 
negative  or  no  sputum. 
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^ of  the  positive  cases  died  during  the  year. 

The  condition  as  to  isolation  at  home  of  the  positive  cases  were  as  follows  i 
Separate  bedroom  - - 7 

Separate  bed  - - - 4 

Unable  to  have  separate  bed  - 2 

4 of  the  positive  cases  were  in  Institution  for  treatment  or  isolation  at 
some  time  during  the  year. 

27  specimens  of  sputum,  urine,  etc.,  from  llury  Rural  area  were  examined 
at  the  Ashton  Laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these  8 were  positive  and  19 
were  negative.

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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

These  have  been  inspected  by  your  M.O.H.  and  myself  re  The 
Milk  Dairies  and  Amendment  Act,  1922,  Contagious  Diseases 
Animals  Acts  and  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders, 
and  the  dairy  farmers  were  instructed  to  provide  at  their  farms 
a milk  store  or  dairy  separate  from  the  house  and  shippon  for 
cooling  milk  and  storing  milk  and  milk  utensils,  and  I wish  to 
report  that  definite  progress  have  been  made  in  complying  with 
the  conditions  laid  down  and  approved  by  the  Council.  130 
inspections  have  been  made  and  your  regulations  are  fairly  well 
carried  out  by  the  farmers.  One  dairy  farmer  was  re-registered 
owing  to  his  premises,  &c.,  having  much  improved  in  cleanliness, 
and  8 applications  for  registering  as  cowkeepers  and  dairymen 
were  granted. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  13  workshops  and  36  factories  in  your  various 
districts.  The  workshops  have  been  periodically  inspected  and 
no  serious  complaints  were  found.  The  complaints  of  insanitary 
matters  in  factories  are  first  made  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
to  the  local  authority  to  carryout.  No  such  complaints  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  Bakehouses  are  limed  and  cleaned  as 
required  by  the  Factory  & Workshops  Act.  Smoke  observations 
have  been  made  and  on  two  occasions  excessive  black  smoke  was 
emitted.  Owing  to  other  means  of  transport  fewer  canal  boats 
have  been  inspected. 

House  Dwellings. 

I have  to  report  that  during  the  year  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
have  been  notified  an  increase  of  7 cases  on  last  year’s  report, 
which  was  the  lowest  on  record.  The  number  of  cases  taken  to 
Hospital  for  isolation  was,  this  year  9 cases,  last  year  7 cases. 
41  houses  have  been  disinfected  and  cleaned  and  57  sanitary 
improvements  have  been  made.  The  scavenging  arrangements 
are  on  the  improve,  privy-middens  or  ashpits  being  emptied 
oftener.  4 new  dwellings  have  been  erected  and  plans  have  been 
approved  for  many  more  next  year.
